READ a letter from the Commissioners of Excise, dated 21st inst., trans- 
mitting, as directed by the letter from this Board of 26th March 1828, an Account 
of the Amount payable in lieu of the Duties formerly levied on behalf of the Lagan 
Canal Company, in the quarter ended 5th January 1832, and requesting Authority 
for paying the same, amounting to 1,020/. 4 s. $ i d. 

Read also two letters from Sir William Gosset, dated 16th and 2ist inst., with 
the copy of a letter from the Secretary to the Lagan Navigation Company upon the 
subject of their accounts. 

Transmit to the Commissioners of Excise an account of the sums disallow’cd by 
the Commissioners of Accounts in Ireland, as being improperly paid by the 
Directors of the Lagan Navigation, which disallowances have been confirmed by 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. Direct the Commissioners of Excise to 
deduct the one fourth part of the sum of 2,055/. 13^. the amount of the 
disallowance from 1,105/. 4 -y* ^ rf. Irish currency, making 1,020/. 4s. 3$d- 
English, and to pay over the balance in the usual form. Desire that one fourlli 
part of the sum disallowed may be deducted from each successive quarter, until iho 
whole sum disallowed has been refunded. 

Acquaint the Commissioners of Accounts with the directions given, and Sir 
William Gosset.
